(UPI) — Chuck McCracken has 
begun exercising what he calls 
his “right to die.” 
McCracken has made his own 
funeral arrangements. He has 
ordered doctors to halt 
the 
treatments that keep him alive. 
He expects to die of uremic 
poisoning 
— 
caused 
by 
a 
malfunctioning kidney - in two 
or three weeks. 


McCracken, 36, has suffered 
from complications of diabetes 
since the age of 14 Eight years 
ago he had to give up work as 
a television repairman when he 
went 
blind 
He 
has 
been 
paralyzed from the knees down 
since March 


He has been kept alive for 
three months by painful dial­ 
ysis treatments, in which he is 
connected to a machine — an 
artificial kidney — to purify his 
blood. The blood is drawn out 
of his body into the machine, 
purified and returned 


“ My blood pressu re would 
suddenly drop and I wouldn’t 
be able to breathe. They would 
raise my legs above my head to 
help me recover and that would 
be sheer agony,” he said 


Even with that, doctors said, 
he had only a 30 percent chance 
to 
live 
another 
year. 
He 
decided 
two 
weeks 
ago 
he 


would 
not 
go 
through 
the 
treatm ent again. 
He prefers death to pain. 
His wife and doctors and 
nurses at Loma Linda Universi­ 
ty Medical Center persuaded 
him to think it over. 
He did, and decided last week 
on death. 


He has been off the machine 
for nine days, growing steadily 
weaker at his home. 


“ My wife and four kids have 
been tremendous,” he said. The 
children, by a previous m a r­ 
riage, range in age from 9 to 
14. 


He feels “deep inner peace” 
since making the decision, he 
said. He does not believe in 
suicide “ but I believe a person 
has the right to die.” 


“ Ill 
go 
peacefully 
and 
quietly. I look forward to being 
with the Lord.” 


He m ad e his own funeral 
arrangem ents, and intends to 
carry on as long as he can with 
his 
one 
hobby, 
ham 
radio 
operation, 


This week he has used his 
radio to contact amateur radio 
friends 


He asked them to serve as 
his pallbearers.

Detroit Trouble Simmers Down 


DETROIT (UPI) — Hundreds of riot-equipped police 
roamed deserted streets early today in a west side 
neighborhood that was the scene of two consecutive 
nights of violence. They found only quiet. 
Although hundreds of officers remained in the area 
Wednesday night and early today, police scrapped plans 
to cordon off the center of the troubles that erupted 
Monday and Tuesday nights. 
“ I think we made one arrest in the area,” a police 
spokesman said, “and that was for public intoxication.” 
Police Chief Philip Tannian's order mobilizing many 
of the city’s 4,500 police remained in force 
pending 
further evaluation of the situation. 
That incident sparked the first night of disorder 
The tavern owner, Andrew Chinarian, 39, was charged 
with second-degree murder and released on $500 bond. 
The low amount of bond enraged many blacks and some 
tried to burn Chinarian’s tavern. 
The scene of the unrest, a mainly black neighborhood 
about seven miles from downtown, was quiet all day 
Wednesday. 
Broken windows and debrisstrewn streets were the 
only signs that remained of the burning, looting and 
sporadic street violence that injured at least 12 persons.

To Allow Legislature Actions 


MUNCIE, Ind. (UPI) - The 
State Budget Committee creat­ 
ed a new technical committee 
and 
m ade 
other 
changes 
designed to reduce the conflict 
over revenue estim ates 
and 
enable the 1976 Legislature to 
enact a budget in its 30-day life 
The com m ittee, at a meeting 
ending here Tuesday, approved 
a num ber of projects including 
$1 46 million for replacing the 
stone facing on the State Office 
Building, $266,000 to install new 
elevators in tne Statehouse, and 
$776,000 
to 
rehabilitate 
and 
m aintain the fountain and a 
park on the 
War Memorial 
grounds 
in 
downtown 
In­ 
dianapolis. 
But 
Sen. 
John 
Mutz, 
R- 
Indianapoiis, chairm an of the 
State Budget Committee, said 
“the most im portant thing we 
did was approve a new method 
of revenue forecasting We are 
hopeful 
it 
will 
prevent 
any 
argum ent 
over 
how 
much 
money we have to spend in the 
next session which ends on 
March 15. If we go through the 
sam e difficult process we did 
the last tim e we can’t get a 
budget and we must eliminate 
as many roadblocks in advance 
as possible.” 
Under the new system, the 
lawm akers hope to retain the 
volunteer services of an eco­ 
nomic forum composed of top 
business 
leaders and 
econo­ 
mists that 
has 
in the past 
provided economic indicators 
upon which the budget is based 
However, Mutz said the com ­ 
mittee voted to also create a 
five-member technical com m it­ 
tee to translate the economic 
indicators 
into 
forecasts 
of 
revenue upon which the 1976-77 
budget would be based. 
“This proposal was framed 
basically by m e in consultation 
with John C arter,” Mutz said 
Carter, an Indianapolis banker, 
is chairm an of the forum which 
has 
provided 
the 
general 
economic outlook upon which 
the state prepares its now- 
m ostly-annual budget. 
Mutz 
said 
this 
technical 
com m ittee 
will 
provide 
the 
interpretation for the budget 
com m ittee m em bers in which 
^the forum > forecast is translat­ 
ed into dollars expected 
in 
revenues. 
Each of the four legislative 
m em bers of the State Budget 
Committee is to appoint one 
person to the technical com mit­ 
tee and a fifth will be named 
by 
State 
Budget 
Director 
Edison Thuma. 
In addition to the technical 
com m ittee, the changes include 
creation of a staff person to 
assist the unpaid economists on 
the forum, addition of motor 
fuel 
tax 
revenues 
to 
the 
economic indicators and a new 
method of predicting corporate 
income. This was the area of 
greatest disagreem ent in the 
1975 Legislature between the 


Republican-controlled 
Senate 
and 
D em ocratic-controlled 
House.

THE NEW JAIL 
Many of the county jails across the state of Indiana have 
seen their best days. Most of them have been in use for IOO 
years or better, and that is a long tim e for buildings of this 
sort. Citizens who built jails in those days had neither the 
m eans nor the vision to construct everlasting facilities. 


Rush County is well on its way to having a new jail. 


This, is a very good thing, and a necessary one. A new 
jail may not be of the sam e consequence as a new school 
building, or a church, or a hospital, a m odern business 
facility, or a dog pound; the occupants are not always 
the sam e folds. However, there ought to be som e kind of 
community pride go along with the erection of proper 
facilities for incarceration. It appears Rush County is on 
its way. 
As many of our readers know, we had plugged for a city- 
county building We reasoned that it is m ore expensive to 
erect a city building and the county jail, but the will of 
those in charge prevailed, and we will have both, it seems. 


We hope now that acceptable bids will com e in on this 
new building. T here has already been a considerable 
am ount of interest by those in the building trade, we are 
told. 
Congratulations to the County Com m issioners, the 
Sheriff’s departm ent. Judge G. R ichard Pile, and the 
County Council in the unending hours of study and 
planning which will bring about adequate jail facilities for 
the county. 


What Others Say 
It really takes a trem endous amount of brass for the 
nation’s big city m ayors to dem and $2 billion from the 
federal governm ent to keep their m ism anaged cities 
afloat. 
As anyone who has observed the m achinations of the 
big city m ayors knows, the prim e difficulty is not a 
shortage of money. It is atrocious m anagem ent of the 
funds available. For years and years the big city 
mayors, 
most 
of 
whom 
are 
D em ocrats, 
have 
system atically caved in to union dem ands. 
As a result street sw eepers in San Francisco earn 
$17,000 a year. Policem en in New York City receive 
m ore than $23,000 a year in wages and fringes after five 
years and now are leading the move in “Fundless City” 
for retirem ent after 15 years. . . . 
The big cities have no case at all to dem and still m ore 
federal 
money. 
They 
have 
padded 
their 
payrolls, 
overpaid their em ployes and have succum bed to so 
many excessive union dem ands that they have heavily 
m ortgaged their future. 
The obvious need is not for more federal money, but 
for big city m ayors to put their houses in order.

New Railroad Consisting 
Of Seven Others Planned

WASHINTON (U P I) - Crea­ 
tion of a new railroad system 
from seven bankrupt eastern 
lines will require $1.85 billion to 
$2.5 billion in direct govern­ 
ment 
aid, 
but 
a 
profitable 
system will emerge by 1979, the 
U S. Railway Association said 
today. 


The U SR A ’s predictions came 
in 
its 
final 
system 
plan, 
submitted to Congress today. It 
outlined 
a 
15,000-mile 
rail 
system with about 5,700 miles 
of branch lines put up for either 
abandonment or subsidy 
by 
local and federal governments. 


Congress has 60 days — not 
count|Tig its August recess — to 
reject the plan 
If it is not 
rejected by either House or 
Senate, the plan will go into 
effect art<j a new rail system — 
Consolidated Rail Corp. — will 
take over operation of the Penn 
Central ancfsix other bankrupt 
eastern and midwestern rail­ 
roads next spring. 


Under 
the 
USHA 
plan, 
ConRail eventually,, would re­ 
turn 
to 
private 
glands, 
If 
ConRail becomes profitable and 
pays off most of its federal 
debt, 
the 
current 
creditors 
would gain control. 
Many details of the report 


were released previously, but 
this was the first time USHA 
had 
spelled 
out financing 
arrangements 
for 
the 
new 
system. 


It said the government must 
purchase $1 billion in special 
debentures and $850 million in 
Series A preferred stock, both to 
pay a 7.5 per cent annual in­ 
terest rate. 


In 
addition, 
$650 
million 
should 
be 
appropriated 
by 
Congress for contingency pur­ 
poses, $250 million for possible 
purchase of additional stock 
and $400 million to be used at 
the discretion of the secretary 
of transportation. 


The 
latter 
fund, 
USRA 
sources said, would be held for 
possible liquidation of ConRail 
if it failed to generate a profit. 


To purchase the lines from 
the current bankrupt estates, 
U SRA would issue Series B 
preferred stock and common 
stock along with special certifi­ 
cates of value, redeemable in 
12 years if the stock has not 
appreciated 
to

Cause Trouble: Fithian

Floyd 
Fithian, D-lnd,, looks at what 
her term ed in a statem ent as

lations or who m ake decisions 
with no real knowledge of what 
their im pact will be.”

Fithian cited an exam ple of a 
small baby-crib company which

plained to the company about 
the cribs,” Fithian said. “This 
is a case where over-eager 
bureaucrats at the Consumer 
Product

interpreted a basically good 
regulation unrealistically.” 
He added the decision added 
$20 to the price of the crib 
because the company had an 
added $250,000 expense for the 
recall 
Fithian said the m anufactur­ 
er told him that the decision 
“effectively took the low-cost 
crib off the m arket.”

Hoosier 
congressm an 
explained that regulatory agen­ 
cies cost the American consum ­ 
er in different w ays. T hese 


include the tax dollars lo fund 
the office and then through 
higher prices passed on 
by

“First Strike Capability^ 
Not Planned By U.S.: Ford

WASHINGTON (U PI) — In a 
further refinem ent of nuclear 
strategy, President Ford says 
the United States does not plan 
to develop a 
nuclear 
“first 
strike capability” that would 
disarm the Soviet Union before 
it could fire a shot. 
At the sam e tim e, he said in 
a letter to Sen Edw ard Brooke, 
R-Mass , the President could 
not rule out 
the 
possibility 
nuclear weapons could be used 
in case 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaaty Organization was over­ 
run by troops from e a ste rn 
Europe. 
First strike has a specific, 
limited definition. A first strike 
launched by the United States 
would be a nuclear attack that 
destroyed almost all the Soviet 
Union’s atom ic m issiles — both 
on land and on subm arines — 
and any Russian bom bers that 
could reach the United States. 
“The policy of this adm inis­ 
tration,” Ford wrote, “has been 
and continues to be that we will 
not 
develop 
a 
first 
strike 
capability or doctrine ... We are 
not developing such a capabili­ 
ty or doctrine now, and we 
have absolutely no plans or 
intentions 
to 
do 
so 
in 
the 
fixture.” 


Defense 
Secretary 
James 
Schlesinger says neither the 
United States nor the Soviet 
Union 
has 
a 
first 
strike 
capability nor the reatonable 
chance to get one. The United 
States is, however, developing 
atomic warheads of increased 
accuracy which would make 
feasible 
attacks 
on 
Soviet 
missile silos armored against 
nuclear war. Weapons special­ 
ists call this “counterforce.” 
Schlesinger has evidence the 
Russians “are seeking major 
counterforce capabilities.” 
“What we have planned is to 
express 
the

For behind every behavior 
pattern, whether in child or 
adult, there is one key word — 
motivation. Whether that moti­ 
vation is positive (good) or 
negative (not always so good) 
depends to a great extent on 
home and school. 
Alicerose Barman, consultant 
in child development in Public

School District 108, Highland 
Park. 111., makes the point in a 
new publication on the “whys” 
of human behavior, especially 
as they concern the formative 
years. 
It is the helping to shape the 
young into the man or woman 
that concerns Ms. Barman in 
her 
‘‘Motivation 
and 
Your 
Child ” published by the Public 
Affairs Committee, a nonprofit 
educational organization. 
About the need for humor, 
Ms. Barman writes, “There is 
a danger that adults will be too 
grim about the whole subject of 
motivation. 
Some 
very con­ 
scientious parents and teachers 
seem to feel that the way a 
child 
approaches 
a 
task, 
perseveres or not, and takes 
pleasure in reaching goals is 
exactly the sam e way he or she 


will behave as an adult. Human 
development...tells us this is 
not true. 
“ ...Individual 
differences 
must be borne in mind...behav­ 
ior that is appropriate at one 
age is not at another. To be a 6- 
or 16-year-old dabbler is appro­ 
priate; 
to 
be 
a 
36-year-old 
dilettante, less so. 
“ Experimenting with abilities 
and interests serves to increase 
children’s motivation.” 
Ms. Barman sees three steps 
toward 
building 
motivation, 
starting in infancy. First is the 
importance of love and trust. A 
baby must feel that he or she is 
loved “ for just being.” And 
through this caring the baby 
develops trust. 
The 
second 
is 
mimicry, 
through which children learn by- 
acting 
like 
— 
and 
then 
identifying with — the adults 
around 
them. 
Having 
many 
people with whom to identify is 
important during the growing- 
up years. 
Third 
is 
encouraging 
in­ 
dependence and competence in 
specific areas of intellectual. 


social, physical and emotional 
functioning. 
It is important for a child to 
“ have some area in which he 
or she feels competent and 
secure 
— 
not 
necessarily 
superior,” Ms. Barman stress­ 
es. “ just secure.” 
The time as a first grader is 
vital. “ Most are at the stage of 
development where they really 
want to achieve," says the 
author. “They want real goals 
even if short term. They want 
to compete with others a little 
and know where they stand..- 
.few first graders are reluctant 
learners. 
“ The real problems of moti­ 
vating for academic learning 
usually come later.” 
The consultant offered some 
guidelines: 
— Be warm and accepting, 
and 
expect 
the 
best 
while 
keeping 
in 
mind 
a 
child's 
unique needs. Set limits and let 
children 
know 
the 
kind 
of 
behavior that is acceptable. 
— 
Have 
expectations 
of 
success based on the child’s 
potential. 
When 
a 
child 
is 
chastised or fails, make it clear 
that this does not have to mean 
repeated failure or continual 
scolding. 
Accept 
the 
child's 
feelings, even negative ones 
— And whatever happens, 
keep your sense of humor

No matter the size of your 
home, 
there’s 
probably 
an 
extra room that’s not giving 
you full living value. 
It’s the room that has ground 
for a floor, your property lines 
as its walls, and, for a ceiling, 
the canopy created by struc­ 
tures, tree plantings, and the 
sky. 
Unless you have given careful 
thought to landscaping your 
home, the chances are this 
outdoor 
room 
is 
not 
being 
utilized to its fullest. 
Even 
homes with numerous trees and 
extensive 
plantings are 
not 
necessarily landscaped 
“Merely planting trees and 
shrubs is not 
landscaping,” 
says William R. Nelson, Jr , 
author of Landscaping Your 
Home (University of Illinois 
Press 
*$8 95). 
“Designing 
a 
landscape is an art — the 
growing of plants is a craft. 
Landscaping means creating a 
plan to make the best use of 
the space available in the most 
attractive 
way. 
It 
means 
shaping the land to make the 
most 
of 
the 
site’s 
natural 
advantages. It means building 
such necessary structures as 
fences, 
walls, 
and 
patios. 
Finally, it means selecting and 
growing the plants that best fit 
the design. 
“The function of landscape 
architecture is not 
only 
to 
create and preserve beauty but 
to 
make 
the 
surroundings 
useful. The smaller the home 
grounds, the greater the need 
for proper planning.” 
In his book, a revised version 
of a paperbound edition first 
published 12 years ago (availa­ 
ble 
at 
$4 
from 
Office 
of 
Agricultural Publications, Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Illinois), 
Nelson 


outlines with textbook thorough­ 
ness — and clarity that makes 
it easily understandable to the 
layman — the principles of 
landscape 
architecture 
from 
planning 
and 
site 
analysis 
through care of plantings. 
He 
emphasizes 
it 
is 
not 
necessary that the total design 
be completed at once. It can be 
an ongoing thing, but it is 
essential that an overall plan 
be developed 
As money is 
available to 
finish 
different 
sections, these sections will fit 
into the total picture. Many 
families, he said, have found it 
helpful to include a regular 
budget item for landscaping 
purposes. “Whether it is $50 or 
$500, it can be made to go a 
long 
way 
when 
you 
know 
exactly what is to be done, how 
much you can buy. and how- 
much you can do yourself. 
In 
establishing 
landscape 
needs, Nelson suggests, first 
study the floor plan, window 
locations, the primary living 
areas, to establish a relation­ 
ship between living and service 
areas in the house and similar 
areas out of doors. Consider, 
also, design from outside the 
house as viewed by yourself 
and others in order to most 
effectively blend the house with 
its site. 
“The final landscape plan," 
he says, “ will depend upon 
your lot and its orientation to 
wind and sun, your house plan, 
the amount of money, time, and 
effort you want to spend on 
maintenance, 
your 
family’s 
interests and activities, and 
even the neighborhood itself.” 
Nelson urges that a plan be 
designed to preserve all of the 
best natural resources of the 
site, such as trees, brooks or 
streams, good soil, rock out­ 
croppings, and turf. Study the 


views; keep attractive views 
open and framed for greatest 
value. Screen out unattractive 
and objectionable views either 
by 
structures 
or 
plantings. 
Develop 
pleasing 
lawn 
and 
planting areas in relation to the 
views from the main rooms in 
the house. Consider the effects 
of sun, rain, snow-, wind, heat 
and cold; how- the house should 
be sited if it is not yet built or, 
as is more often the case, how 
these effects can be modified 
where necessary on an existing 
house. An inventory of family 
activities will help in planning 
the overall layout. Nelson says 
Allow space for outdoor living 
needs, the children’s play area, 
and a service area. If your 
family will not want to spend 
much time working in the yard, 
keep the design simple and the 
plantings of the type that do not 
need much care. 
Nelson 
suggests 
a 
good 
approach is to “visualize your 
property as if it had nothing on 
it List what you would like to 
have and what problems must 
be solved Then determine what 
you already have that helps you 
achieve your goal. Don’t keep 
something simply because it is 
there. If what you have doesn’t 
work, get rid of it!”
